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ing role in the investigation of 
Hiss by the Hou se Com m ittee on

A ctivities in 
1948. 
Hiss later w as convicted of per­ 
ju ry in denying he passed U.S. 
secrets to the Soviet Union. Thou ­ 
sands of telephone calls and sev­ 
eral hu ndred telegram s delu ged 
ABC after the program , officials 
of the com pany said. 


In the su cceeding days. New 
York new spapers pu blished scores 
of letters relating to these two 
events. The m ajority appeared to 
be favorable to Nixon. 


So today, even in political ob­ 
livion-te m pora ry

not—Nixon 
is still a center of controversy. 
It has m ark ed his political career 
ever since 1946, w hen he first ran 
for Congress. 


One of N ixon’s biographers, E arl 
Mazo, qu otes him as saying on 
this su bject: 
‘As to m y whole ou tlook on be­ 
ing 
controversial—I

aw are 
that when you tak e strong posi­ 
tions on issu es, Knowing that the 
pu blic m ay not at that particu lar 
tim e su pport the positions, you ru n 
a great political risk . In the short 
ru n, it m ay resu lt in you r defeat. 
Bu t in the long ru n it is the only 
way to bu ild a sou nd party posi­ 
tion.” . 
Nixon becam e a controversial 
figu re, to som e degree, after the 
elections in which he defeated J e r­ 
ry Voorhis for Congress and then 
Helen G ahagan Dou glas for the 
Senate in 1950. Bu t it w as in the 
investigation of Hiss in 1948 that 
controversy sw irled m ost fiercely 
arou nd him. 
Hiss said on the television pro-

These qu estions are being asked 
becau se

where the facts are manipu lated 
and the tru th is for certain in­ 
terv als concealed from the people. 


Certainly the reason cou ld not 
hav e been an ordinary error in es­ 
tim ating the figu res for the cu r­ 
rent fiscal y ear, which ru ns from 
Ju ly 1, 1962, to Ju ne 30, 
1963. 
The Treasu ry mu st hav e known 
for sev eral months that su ch a 
large discrepancy did not ju stify 


the continu ing impression deriv ed 
from the optimistic estim ate made 
last Janu ary . 


COULD POLITICS hav e been 
the reason? The Janu ary predic­ 
tion of a federal su rplu s of $463 
million for this fiscal y ear was 
u sed all throu gh the campaign to 
emphasize the comparison with 
the big deficit of the Eisenhower 
administration in fiscal y ear 1959. 
This was a red figu re of $12.4 bil­ 
lion — the largest in any peace­ 
time y ear. 
When, howev er, the $7 .8 billion 
deficit estimated for fiscal y ear 
1963 is added to the $6.3 billion

When all the trials and appeals 
are ov er, no one will be able to 
say the Commu nist party has not 
had its day — ev en its y ears— 
in cou rt.

The Ju stice Departm ent 
has asked the Su bv ersiv e Activ ­ 
ities Control Board to ru le that 
10 persons are members of the 
Commu nist party and therefore 
mu st register as rank and filers. 
The board has ru led on some and 
is mov ing to the West Coast to 
condu ct hearings on others. 
Each has the right to reject 
the board’s 
findings. 
And 
the 
right to appeal the board’s deci­ 
sion to the Su preme Cou rt. If 
they lose before the high cou rt 
they mu st stand trial. New v er­ 
dicts can be appealed again right 
u p to the Su preme Cou rt. 
Meanwhile there is no restric­ 
tion on the mov ements oi poli­ 
tical or professional activ ities of 


those indicted on those who speak 
in the name of the Commu nist 
party . 
ONE WHO can least complain, 
thou gh he does so most lou dly 
is the party ’s leading spokesman, 
Gu s Hall. He is free to do here 
what he cou ld not do for an hou r 
inside the Sov iet Union. He has 
called press conferences and has 
accu sed the FBI of criminality , 
of su pport for the American Nazi 
party , 
of 
racial 
and 
leligiou s 
preju dice. 
He has attacked President Ken­ 
nedy , accu sing him and ou r gov ­ 
ernment of su bv ersion and ter­ 
ror. At the same time Hall has 
been qu oted on the Moscow ra ­ 
dio 
as 
the 
partisan 
ot 
Fidel 
Castro. 
Tne Commu nist party feels no 
inhibitions either. It produ ces pro­ 
paganda mov ies. It ru ns 
m ass 
meetings. It u ses the oid cash 
collection techniqu es to raise u n- 
traceable “anony mou s’’ fu nds by 
the 
hu ndreds 
of 
thou sands 
of 
dollars. 
Ou r land may not be the Com­ 
mu nist party leaders’ image of 
“ the workers paradise,” bu t the 
party 
and its people do qu ite 
well. 
Somehow they nev er ru n 
ou t of cash, cars, and good liv ­ 
ing. Soon we’U know how the 
most proletarian of parties can 
offer u p su ch comforts. 


deficit for the fiscal y ear 1962— 
both u nder the Kennedy admini­ 
stration — it amou nts 
to $14.1 
billion for the two y ears. Whether 
it was incu rred in one y ear or two. 
it’s still a total deficit of hu ge 
proportions. Ev en withou t the tax 
cu t now being promised, the 1964 
deficit is ex pected to be in ex cess 
of $10 billion, making a total of 
abou t $24 billion in 
only 
three 
y ears. No su ch total of deficits has 
been ru n u p in any three-y ear 
period heretofore in peacetime. 
The pu blic is entitled to know 
why the official figu res in the cu r­ 
rent fiscal-y ear bu dget were su p­ 
pressed u ntil ju st after the con­ 
gressional election this month. 
In ev ery y ear since 1956, the 
m idy ear rev iew has been made 
av ailable mu ch earlier than the 
time the estimate was giv en ou t 
this week. Thu s, in 1956, it was 
pu blished on Au g. 28. In 1957 , it 
cam e ou t on Oct. 1. In 1958, it 
was issu ed on Sept. 11 In 1959, it 
was disclosed on Sept. 24. 


As for 1960, the figu res were 
released on Oct. 4. This was du r­ 
ing the Eisenhower adm inistra­ 
tion. and the people had at least 
a month before the election to 
pass ju dgment on the facts 
re­ 
v ealed abou t the fiscal policy of 
the administration in power. Ev en 
ir 1961, when there was no elec­ 
tion, the mid-y ear 
rev iew 
was 
av ailable in October. 


THE EXCUSE that dou btless 
will be giv en for the delay this 
y ear is that Congress didn’t ad­ 
jou rn u ntil Oct. 13, bu t the fact 
is the figu res cou ld hav e been is­ 
su ed before the election if de­ 
sired by the administration, par­ 
ticu larly since the midy ear re­ 
v iew ju st issu ed this week is an 
abbrev iated v ersion of those of 
the 
prior 
six 
months 
and 
is 
mu ch more of a su m m ary than 
a detailed rev iew. 


What the pu blic didn’t know 
du r.ng the election campaign was 
that the estimated rate of spend­ 
ing has risen from $9 2.5 billion to 
$93.7 billion, ev en thou gh the es­ 
timated receipts were declining 
from $93 to $85.9 billion. 


The gov ernment knew that its 
receipts were declining, bu t the 
Democratic 
party , 
which 
con­ 
trolled Congress, was au thorizing 
ex ,>enditu res far abov e the in­ 
take. 


Actu ally , the national debt is 
growing y ear by y ear becau se of 
the perennial deficits. The Demo­ 
cratic party has been in control 
of Congress for nine ou t of the 
last 11 y ears, and the U.S. Treas­ 
u ry shows a total deficit of $45.5 
billion in that period. Ev en on a 
cash basis, the Treasu ry shows a 
total deficit of $29.7 billion in the 
fiscal y ears 1953 throu gh 1963. 


THE 
OUTSTANDING 
point 
is that, despite the decline in esti­ 
m ated income this y ear, the ad­ 
ministration kept on.spending and 
is 
promising 
more 
and 
more 
spending for the fu tu re. 


A tax cu t is beig adv ocated 
for nex t y ear by administration 
economists as a means of im­ 
prov ing 
the 
bu siness 
situ ation. 
This can be offset by the ill ef­ 
fect of a growing deficit which 
will, for instance, affect adv erse­ 
ly the American dollar abroad. 


In priv ate bu siness, if y ear aft­ 
er y ear more money is spent 
than is taken in and there seems 
no prospect of tu rning the tide 
as more and more deficits are en­ 
v isaged, 
the 
u su al 
resu lt 
is 
bankru ptcy . 


The federal treasu ry cou ld keep 
on borrowing to meet deficits bu t 
at a higher and higher rate of 
interest. When, howev er, the pu b­ 
lic loses confidence in the mone­ 
tary u nit, prices tend to rise fast­ 
er than they can be absorbed by 
wage 
increases, 
and 
a 
steady 
dev alu ation of the cu rrency is the 


inev itable resu lt. 
The latest bu dget rev iew Is cer­ 
tainly discou raging, as the pu blic 
will find it hard to believ e the 
adm inistration’s estim ates of a 
balanced bu dget or su rplu s when, 
within so brief a period as 10 
months, a promised su rplu s of 
$463 million tu rns ou t to be a 
deficit of at least $7 .8 billion — 
and now the ou tlook is for a $10- 
billion deficit for the nex t fiscal 
y ear beginning Ju ly 1, 1963, ev en 
withou t a tax cu t. 
For the first 
time in 
many 
y ears, an administration has omit­ 
ted to mention in its midy ear es­ 
tim ates the ex act figu re of the 
national debt. This ev idently will 
be $302 billion, which is in ex cess 
of the Imit imposed by ex sting 
law, and Congress dou btless wll 
be asked in Janu ary to raise the 
debt limitation.
